I’wenty-two of the 2.3 property own­ 
ers on Hanover street, who have not 
{laid their street paving assessm ents, 
and against whom municipal 
liens 
were recently filed, will fight the bor- 
ough’s action in court. 
This was learned 
late Wednesday 
afternoon when William Hersh, at­ 
torney for the insurgents, filed affi­ 
davits o f defense for 22 o f the 23 
municipal liens entered against them 
in the office of C. B. Yohe, prothono- 
tary. 
March 4 was the last day for 
the filing of the affidavits of defense. 
Mrs. Sidney Hughes, whose street 
paving bill is $95.33, was the one 
property owner on the street who 
will not contest the municipal lien. 
It is expected that she will pay her 
assessm ent in the near future, to­ 
gether with the costs which have been 
added since the preliminary skirmish 
started. 


Bill Not Paid 
William C. Weaver, borough treas­ 
urer, and J. Dona’ I Swope, counsel for 
the borough, this morning said Mrs. 
Hughes had not yet paid her street 
paving bill. 


Instead of making a test case out 
o f one of the actions, the property 
owners, through their attorney, each 
filed an affidavit o f defense and each 
case will be set down separately for 
trial at the April term 
o f 
court. 
March 16 is the last day for setting 
down cases for the coming term. 
It had teen expected that the claim 
against Dr. E. D. Hudson, spokesman 
for the Hanover street property own­ 
ers. would be made a test case, with 
the rest of the defendants abiding by 
the decision of the jury. 
Such ac­ 
tion would h ave necessitated the filing 
of only one affidavit of defense. 
It 
is possible, however, that only one of 
the actions will be tried at the April 
term of court, although all of the 
cases will bo set down for hearings 
at the coming session. 
In order to facilitate the clerical 
work necessary to the filing of the 22 
affidavits of defense, mimeographed 
copies of the original as prepared by 
the attorney were made, with blanks 
allowed for filling in necessary data 
and names. 
Copy of Assessment 
Each affidavit is accompanied by it 
copy of the assessm ent bill sent each 
property owner on the street Se p u s ­ 
her 5, 1923, and a copy of a further 
statem ent of the paving costs, with 
notice to pay within a specified period. 
Exhibit A, the assessm ent bill, con­ 
tains a clause w'hich the defense will 
probably use as its primary bulwark 
in opposing the claims of the borough. 
“The certificate of the complot! in of
